Council Passed Them 
After 
Mr. Smith’s Talk.

When council was ready to convene 
a few minutes after s o’clock last 
evening 
the 
president 
saw 
that 
Messrs. Owen. Marshall, 
Swindells 
and Hornell were present, together 
with the usual complement of city 
officials and residents. 
An ordinance establishing grade 
lines on Chestnut street and another 
to do the same for Pleasant street 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
a 
second 
reading, 
and 
council 
was 
ready 
for 
the 
electric 
light 
bills. 
Swindells said the committee an- 
pointed to confer with the company 
: wore ready to report, and perhaps it 
| would be well to have President P. M. 
I Smith, who was in the lobby, explain 
I the condition of affairs to council. 
I After council had passed into a corn­ 
bin tee of the whole. Mr. Smith began 
his statement of the case bv referring 
to the contract which liound the city 
and company together. 
He did nol 
pretend to say that the city has had 
the best light In the world the last 
two months, In fact since October, 
but the company had been operating 
under great disadvantage. 
After the 
fire the machinery was started as soon 
as possible, but at tho expense of 
future delays: Oat hereafter there will 
be a 1300 light {dynamo to put on in 
case of accident or should anything be 
wrong. 
They 
purchased 
six 
new 
heils, but three of them broke, the 
cause of there being no light in the 
council chamber at that moment, and 
tile speaker looked longingly at the 
bulbs reflecting the yellow tinge from 
the gas jets. 
Those bulbs, be cont in­ 
ued, were the best they could buy, 
but even they did not prove infallible. 
The reserve force for the Incandes­ 
cent® will be on tomorrow night, and 
they expect to have the arc system in 
the 
same 
condition 
very 
soon. 
In regard to the bills, everything 
had been right until October, and 
there had been few objections. 
The 
contract provides that H i e city shall 
notify the company of any defect 
as soon as it comes to the ears of the 
mayor or police, but the speaker knew 
that there had been no notification 
in November or December, as he wa- 
the president of the company, and 
they could only come to him. 
Once a 
complaint was sent in regarding the 
light at the Potter's National bank, 
and the next day it was fixed. 
In 
consideration of free lights at city 
hall, and there are 18 of them, it is 
agreed in the contract that there 
would 
be 
no objection 
made 
to 
any trifling defect. 
He had corrected 
the bills, he said, and he wanted to 
cut off from the company as much as 
they should lose, but he did not a*k 
council to charge the company for 
their misfortune. 
Because the street 
cars were delayed and transfer was 
made on the Wellsville 
road last 
night, council would certainly not ob­ 
ject to paying its fare the next dav. 
Last year $50 50 was deducted from 
bills for trifling defects, and lie had it 
from two councilmen that they did 
not know that the lights at city hall 
were free. or no objection would be 
made. 
“So you see you owe us $50.50.” 
After deducting one-thirtieth from 
the bill after the fire it left only 
$401.91, which the speaker considered 
a fair bill. 
“ If you push us down to 
hours and minutes you must pay for 
the lights in city hall.” On the night 
of the 17th after the fire every light 
was burning, and there were certifi­ 
cates from trimmers and other em­ 
ployes to prove it. 
The bill for the 
month in which the fire occurred wa* 
reduced $134.83, but this was later re­ 
duced by $52.09 which was claimed 
for lights out during that time, and 
this statement could be backed as was 
the other.He wanted to be square with 
the city: wanted the company and 
East Liverpool to stand as man to 
man. 
Mr. 
Swindells 
said 
there were 
points 
in 
the 
matter 
which 
council 
did 
not 
understand: 
for instance that part relating to the 
company being informed when lights 
were out. 
The police have faithfully 
kept the tally, but it was their duty 
to Inform Mr. Smith. Owen remarked 
that since Mr. Smith had said he was 
not notified was it the duty of the 
police or the mayor to hunt him up in 
Wellsville? 
He did not think that 
was a square deal. 
President Berg 
responded by the assertion that the 
word of Chief Gill would be taken, 
and the company would deduct what 
was necessary from the bills. 
A t this 


point In tho proceedings the light 
very appropriately came on, and Presi­ 
dent Berg suggested that the bills be 
laid 
over 
until claims committee 
could act: but Mr. Smith sa* I that 
the committee wanted council to dis­ 
pose of the matter, arid the company 
needed money,fearing a suit for debts 
every day. 
After Swindells 
had 
moved that tile hills be paid, and 
Marshall had been informed 
that 
lights in city hall were to be free, the 
motion passed. 
Clerk Hanley remarked that the; 
note for $6,OOO was due. and Berg said 
they could not collect tho money, so it 
was renewed for Si) days. 
Then came the river road, Engineer 
George reporting that the viewers 
had handed their statement to the 
commissioners and they In turn had 
turned It over to the auditor. Solicitor 
Clark wanted to know lf it was possi­ 
ble to obtain a copy of tho report, and 
Marshall asked lf Hie decision was 
final. 
To 
this 
the 
solicitor j 
replied 
in 
the 
affirmative, 
and the doctor thought the matter 
should be settled and save extra ex 
pense. 
The engineer 
thought 
it 
would take strong evidence to show 
that the survey wa* wrong, and it was 
little use to ask Hie commissioners to 
repeat it. 
The solicitor here g iv en 
history of the survey, showing that 
the water works an d a portion of the 
Thompson

The time was extended, aud 
amotion for the clerk to Investigate 
tile purchase of now fire extinguishers 
was passed. 
Swindells wanted, on 
behalf of the claims committee, to In­ 
vestigate the bill of Solicitor Clark, 
but the solicitor objected because all 
the members of council were not t res 
ent, and the matter was laid over. 
Marshall asked who was res ions i hie 
for the location of the East Eod pa­ 
trol box. 
It was out of town, and Un­ 
people wanted it changed.

Swindells suggested that the hill 
streets be sprinkled In order that Ult 
ladder truck might reach fires in the 
lower part of the city.
